' TBK PACIFIC RAILROADS' DEBT. 


Senator Fry e of Maine baa introduced 


a bill for the settlement of the in- 
debtedness of the bond-aided rail- 
roads to the Government. It is similar 
to a bill introduced by Mr. Frye 
half a dozen years ago. It is based 
upon an investigation made by the 
committee of which the Senator was 
Chairman It provides for incorporat- 
ing the roads and branches in one 
general company, whieh shall give the 
Government a mortgage on the whole 
property with 
bouda running one 


hnndran year?, with interest beginning 
for the first two years at one per cent 
a;; 1 gradually increasing to two per 
c-'it 


Ir is remarkable, or it would be if the 


Government was not conducted in the 
:> teiest of the money powers, that no 
altt-mpt is made to pass a bill provid- 
ing for the Government ownership of 
the subsidized railroads, which, while 
their owners are multi-millionaires, re- 
fuse to pay their indebtedness to the 
Government. It is strange, tco, that men. 
who are in favor of having the Govern- 
ment go into partnership with a private 
corporation to bnild the Nicaragua 
Canal, or to bpild uud ran the canal on 
its own account* think the Government 
incapable of conducting a railroad. 
Now York has owned and ran its canals 
for years. A small toll raid all ex- 
penses of maintaining the canals.

THE DBOP IN SILVER. 


Bar silver has dropped to 65 cents per 


ounce in New York. The price of the 
metal in London fell below 30 pence 
oer ounce, and as we generously let 
Europe fix its market value, every sil- 
ver miner and farmer in the United 
Stales suffers by the decline, as the 
prices of farm products are affected by 
the price of silver. 


The sharp fall in silver in London is 


attributed to the fact that the Chinese 
indemnity to Japan, which, so far as 
paid, was deposited in the Bank of Eng- 
land, has been turned over to the Japa- 
anese Government. The Japanese, in- 
stead of purchasing silver for use in 
Japan, as waa expected, is now loaning 
tho money in England. This is construed 
to mean that the money, which was paid 
in gold, will be expended in the pur- 
chase of war ships and other material, 
and buyers of silver are making the 
most of it by refusing to pay more than 
30 pence an ounce for bullion. 


With the mints of Europe and the 


United States closed against silver and 
tho principle governments of the world 
controlled by the. gold syndicate, the 
people of this country must apply the 
remedy which the law gives American 
citizens, it they want better times, and 
see that men are elected to frame and 
administer our laws who are more fa- 
vorably disposed toward silver than 
those which controlled the last Con- 
gress and the present Congress.

Superintendent Adams to

showed $6,525,230 in coin and bullion in 
the mint at the settlement of 1894. 
The books of the mint came into dis- 
cussion and Clarke said: It is agreed 
all around that the books balance. 
And that ended that pait of the busi- 
ness. 


If anybody stole bullion from the 


mint or substituted a false melt, would 
the books show it ? 


Certainly not. 
Witness described the method of 


handling, weighing of the bullion and 
returning to tbe vault at the regular 
annual settlements under the inspec- 
tion of Government agents sent for the 
purpose. The settlement of 1894 was 
made in the Superintendent's weighing 
room principally, and also in that of 
the Melter and Refiner. 


The finness and value of melts or de- 


posits are recorded, but nut the num- 
ber of shoe bars it any melt. Would 
have to learn from outside information 
as to how and when that Bodie false 
melt or deposit got into the mint. 
From my twenty years experience in 
observing or handling the bullion, I 
say it did not get in there while I was 
connected with the institution. 


John T. Jones testified as to ths per- 


fect unreliability of the memorandum 
book of the Melting and Refining de- 
partment in the matter of balancing or 
settlements. It is simply a daily, con- 
tinuous record or memorandum of bul- 
lion received at the refinery, and sub- 
sequent results are given to the Snper- 
;endeut. 


The leaves torn out of the consolida- 


tion melts books were evidently ab- 
stracted to prevent the tracing up of 
;hat false melt and covering up some 
of the mint shortage. I made the dis- 
covery of the mutilation of that book 
ast April in trying to trace up that 
false melt, and called the attention of 


u to it. Melter and Refiner Harris 


was with us in looking through the 
)Ook. 
From all my experience and in- 


vestigation of the books, the original 
Bodie melt never was sent to the re- 
finery. All or any of the books do not 
show that the false melt No. 164 was 
ever operated upon. 


Ernest Christian—Formerly melter 


at the mint; never had any trouble 
'rom slag rising on top of the pot. 
Described meltiug process to the jury. 


Lawrence Elrod—Twenty years ex- 


perience in clerical position at the Car- 
oil mint entitled him to say the books 
were all right, balancing correctly and 
showing nothing wrong; never had any 
-hing to do with that memorandum 
book of the Melter nnd Refiner de- 
>artment. It was simply a memoran- 
dum and not a book of record. 


He described the mode of annual 


settlement to the jury. 


He took leading part in weighing and 


Dandling the bullion at the settlement 
of '93, and that Bodie false melt was 
net init.or it would have been detected. 


Last March Mr. Mason in commenc- 


ng his investigation of tbe bullion con-

WKATHER BULLETIN. 


I'orccnsts for the Letter Part of Decem- 


ber. 


[Bj Prof. W. T. Fetter.) 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., December 13.—My 


last bulletin gave forecasts of the 
storm wave to cross the continent from 
December 16th to 20th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific coast about the 20tb, 
cross the west of .Rockies country by 
the-elose of tha 21tb, the Great Central 
Valleys 22d to JUth and tho Eastern 
States the 25th. 


This disturbance will occur during 


the cold part of the month and this 
storm will belong to the blizzard kind 
followed by very cold weather. 


Pi ecipitation will extend to nearly 


the whole of North America,principaliy 
snows in the north, snows and sleet 
along the 40th parallel and cold rains 
in the south. 


The warm wave will cross the west of 


Bookies country about the 20tb, Great 
Central valleys the 22d and the East- 
ern States tho 24th. The cool wave will 
cross the west of Rockies country about 
the 23d, Qreut Central valleys the 25th 
and the Eastern States the 27th. 


This last weather disturbance of I-e- 


cember will reach the Pacific coast 
about the 26th, cross the west cf Rock- 
ies country by the close of the 27th, 
Great Central valleys from the 28th to 
30th and the Eastern States the 31st. 


Temperatures will not go so low with 


this disturbance as with the one pre- 
ceding and precipitation will be less. 
&he cool wave following will soon give 
way and January will come in under a 
high temperature average. 


Some people will not forget the great 


storms, cold waves and blizzards that 
crossed the country from November 
22d to 26th, the date given in my bul- 
letins for this disturbance, bat they 
might overlook the _ important fact 
that these average storms were clearly 
predicted in the bulletin of October 
9th which said: "This disturbance 
will bring in the coldest part of the 
month. * * The general forecast for 
this month was low averages from the 
21st to 28th. Northern States will 
probably get snow from this disturb- 
ance and precipitation will show a 
marked increase generally."

And 
thus he has been able to overthrow the 
work of the French and German Sym- 
bolists and Decadents, who proclaim 
science untrue because in 100 yc^i-s of 
toil she has not given them the Ley to 
all the mysteries.

four idlers, who insult the legion of 
tireless workers busy in searching and 
researching nature, even into her inmost 
recesses. And very just is his diagnosis 
of them—that they have for their char- 
acteristics a nebulosity of mental repre- 
sentation, a confused and motley idea- 
tion, too much eroticism, an abnormal 
demotional fabric and an exaggerated 
egotism which causes them to observe 
things only in relation to their own 
selves.—"Nordau's 'Degeneration,' Its 
Value and Its Errors," by Cesaro Lom- 
broso, in Century.
